Ltd., Videocon Petroleum Ltd., Command Petroleum (India) 
Pty. Ltd., and Rawa Oil (Singapore) Pie Ltd., (herein after 
called the Joint Venture) a Mining Lease to mine Petroleum 
for 20 yeans with effect from the 29:-h October. 1994 
(29-10-1994) in Rawa 17 & 27, Rawa-10 & 12 Block area 
measuring 22.20 sq. kms., in Block IB in Krishna Godavari. 

2. The grant of this Mining Lease is subject to the following 
terms and conditions :— 

(1) The Mining Lease would be only in respect of Petro¬ 
leum. 


(2) -If any minerals other than petroleum are found 
during the explorat.on work, the Joint Venture should 
bring that to the notice of the Central Government 
with full particulars thereof.

paid by the Joint Venture. 

(ii) In the case of natural gas, the rates of royalty 
shall be as fixed by Central Government from 
time to time.

(4) The Joint Venture shall, within the hast seven days 
of every month, furnish to the Central Government 
a full proper return showing the quantity and gross 
value of all crude oil, casing head condensate and 
natural gas obtained during the preceding month lin 
pursuance of the lease, in the Form given in Sche¬ 
dule ‘A’ annexed hereto. 

(5) The Joint Venture shall deposit a sum of Rs,

(6) The Joint Venture shall also deposit with the Cen¬ 
tral Government Rs. 25,000/- as Mining Lease fee 
-prior to the grant of lease.
